charged with two counts of robbery in juvenile court. A third 
person v/as arrested; however, it was determined he did not 
p^articipate :n the armed robbery and ail -charges were dismissed. 


Medical reports indicated I I sustained gunshot 

w^ounds to h is riant thigh and right rear shoulder. On 
09/06/2010, I I was released from the hospital and placed in 

juvenile detention, pending his criminal proceedi.ngs . 

It vjas subsequently de Lerm.ined I I was arrr;ed with a 

Cressman pellet pistol during the robbery. The victims' prope?~ty 
was recovered by .law enf orcTement personnel.

Details of the Shooting Incident 

On 09/15/2010, SA | ^ attended SWAT 

training, qualifying with his""5n^T^Tssue^iprin2fi^l^l9HAl 
pistol. At the conclusion of the training, SA | | departed 

the training area without cleaning or replacing service 
ammunition into the weapon. His pistol remained uncleaned, 
loaded with training ammunition, and stored inside a gun vault 
inside his Bureau vehicle. 

On 09/17/2010, at approximately 7:30 a.m., 
reported to the Las Vegas Division and retrieved his M-4 rifle 
and Springfield pistol from his vehicle. After visually 
veri_f^^g the rifle was clear and the bolt locked back, SA 
picked up the bolstered pistol which had a magazine 
inserted , He did not clear the pistol at tiiL.ijjIlfi, and carried 
both weapons to the gun cleaning area. SA | Iplaced his 
rifle on one cleaning bench and his pistol on a second bench. 
Realizing heleftt^s rifle cleaning equipment inside his 
vehicle, SA I l left both weapons on the gun cleaning benches 

to retrieve his cleaning equipment . 

Upon his return to the cleaning area, SA 
partially disassembled his M-4 rifle then moved to the second 
_^enct^^nd_retrieved his bolstered pistol, while talking to SA 

He picked up his pistol from the bench with his 
right hand, pointed it in a safe directiflji^_^d began to remove 
it from the holster. According to "I had the grip of 

the weapon in my right hand and I was holding the holster in my 
left hand, in an upside down 'U'. I broke the thumb break of the 
holster, depressed the magazine catch to remove the magazine, and 
then pressed down on the safety. I released the safety in order 
to lock the slide back, expel any unused ammunition, and then 
perform a visual clear of the barrel. As I continued to remove 
the weapon from the holster a round was discharged; I had never 
fully removed the weapon from the holster."
